DEDDINGTON PARISH COUNCIL 


EDITORS ' NOTE OF PARISH COUNCIL MEETING, 13 JANUARY 1993 


DR BILL MACE The Council noted with deep regret the death of Dr Bill Mace, a 
former Chairman. A memorial service will be held in the Parish Church on 

30 January. (THE CLERK LATER CONFIRMED THAT THREE SEPARATE GROUPS, OF 10 
PARISHIONERS, EACH HAVE CALLED FOR AN ELECTION TO FILL THE VACANCY. ARRANGEMENTS 
FOR THIS ELECTION WILL BE DECIDED AND ANNOUNCED BY THE DISTRICT COUNCIL - EDS] 
CLLR O'BRIEN should, strictly, speaking, be asked to stand down because of his 
absence record. PC will waive the rule because of the exceptional circumstances, 
and the importance of his work as Chairman of the Windmill Committee. 

TOWN HALL PROJECT. Feasibility study did not take account of the £26,000 limit 
allocated by PC, and the feoffees will be written to. PC to explore the 
possibility of buying the freehold of the building for the parish. Meanwhile, 
under the terms of the present repairing lease, PC is responsible for urgent 
repairs to roof (gutters, eaves, tiles) and will obtain quotes. CDC to be asked 
to contribute towards maintenance of this listed building. 

WINDMILL DEVELOPMENT Discussing Cllr O'Brien's Report No 2, Clirs expressed 
reservations about the cost of the bowling green and associated works. A 

20 percent grant may be available if the contract is operational by the end of 
March 1993. Questions were raised about the possibility of the PC doing the 

‘soft landscaping' themselves, rather than a contractor; about swapping over the 
sites of the tennis courts and the proposed multi-use pitch; about the merits or 
otherwise of selling the tennis courts as building land and repositioning the 
courts elsewhere; about modifying the Castle Grounds to provide two football 
pitches (one for Deddington Town Football Club, the other for Barford). 

The main decisions taken were that the PC, rather than contractors, should apply 
for any grants relevant to the Windmill Development, and that local contractors 
should be encouraged to tender for building works to a contract value of some 
£100,000. CAPPLY IMMEDIATELY TO THE PC CLERK FOR DETAILS ~- EDS] 

For the £353,000 development as a whole, the programme is: «»Planning applied for 
in Jan 1993 «»Contract drawings completed 12 Feb «»Tender documents out by 26 Feb 
and returned on 19 March «»Contract work starts 19 April and finishes 19 Oct 1993. 
The main hall of the Windmill Centre will be closed for six months ‘April~Sept 
1993) and the rest of the building for three months (July-Sept 1993>. The Report 
warned that when the work has been completed, the internal look of the existing 
building - the ‘aesthetic qualities’ ~ will hardly have changed. 

PLANNING A new application has been made for permission to develop further land to 
the north of Earls Lane. Parishioners Richard and Janet Broadbent spoke by 
invitation and argued that the proposed site had already been turned down under the 
local Structure Plan; would be of no benefit, and indeed detrimental, to the local 
community; and tended towards an urban, rather than a rural, environment, Clirs 
discussed these and other points; noted that traffic congestion could. be a serious 
problem; that development proposals already approved (Windmill Phase II, Hudson St 
garages site, Manor Farm, Earls Lane first proposal, Clifton Road and Clifton): 
added up to more than the total envisaged in the Local Structure Plan; and that it 
was time to call a halt. On the other hand, Deddington IS a 'Category One’ 
village, with good facilities that might justify further future development, Should 
this eventually prove to be the case, the proposals under discussion might be quite 
reasonable. On being put to the vote, PC decided 7-3 that the proposals should be 
resisted. It was understood that CDC Planning Committee will recommend refusal.

In the process of tracing my family history, I discovered that some of my ancestors 
had strong links with Deddington. From approximately 1840 until after 1871 Thomas 
Boyles, my great great grandfather, was a blacksmith in the village, living over the 
years at Nos 17, 15 and 14 New St. He married Catherine Theresa Sooley and they had 6 
children all born in Deddington, including Charles, my great grandfather, who 
followed in his father's footsteps as a blacksmith. Charles married Elizabeth Mary 
Ann Grace in 1863 and eventually moved on to Brackley to start his own business. 

They had 12 children.” 5 of them born in Deddington. In 1881 Charles is listed as 
having a servant, Sophia Skuce age 16, also from Deddington (11 New Street). 

I write in the hope that perhaps amongst your readers there is a local historian who 
may have more information on the Boyles family, so that I can add more flesh to the 
bones of my ancestors. Any information, however small, would be gratefully received.

DR| BILL MACE 1918-1992 


When Bill Mace died, we lost a friend. So did the whole community of Deddington, 
Clifton and Hempton. Bill believed in the variety and continuity of village life. 
His regard for the past was expressed through his membership of the Deddington 
Architectural and Historical Study Group, which he helped found, and his interest in 
old maps and documents. As a member and past Chairman of the Parish Council, a prime 
mover in the Village Appraisal and a Friend of the Town Hall, he was involved in the 
present and future. He encouraged the arts - he belonged to the Playreading Group 
and supported Deddington Players - and was also a man of science, grappling with the 
complexities of Chaos Theory and Fractals, long after he had retired. At a late age 
he learned to use a personal computer and bubble jet printer, while remaining 
dedicated to the more traditional art of trout fishing. 

Bill Mace was wise, far-sighted and gentle. His distinguished career in medicine 
derived as much from his personal qualities and management skills as from his 
professional knowledge and experience. Yet there was no side to him and no flannel: 
what you saw was what you got - except that his laid-back style underplayed his 
brainpower. A kind, modest, family man, he drove the Age Concern bus for the same 
reasons that he delivered The Deddington News from door to door: because it was 
something useful that needed to be done, but also because he enjoyed it.

FIRE CALLS 1992 Having missed the last edition of The News, I have to report that 

between 23 October and 31 December we received 53 calls which were ~ 4 house fires, 

1 narrow boat fire, 2 road traffic accidents, 1 fire in the football pavilion at 

the Castle Grounds, 1 poultry shed with 400 turkeys inside, 8 chimney fires, 

3 calls to houses flooded, 1 car fire, 1 call to tractors on fire in a barn, 

4 malicious false alarms, 14 false alarms with good intent, 7 false alarms which 

were defects on automatic systems and 6 calls to stand by at other stations. This 

brings the total number qf calls in 1992 to 254, which is 15 higher than 1991. 

FIRE CALLS 1993 The year has started off very quietly with the station responding 

to 12 calls - 2 chimney fires, 1 fire in woods at Upper Heyford, 1 stack of tyres 

at Frenco Services, Banbury, 1 car fire, 1 call to persons trapped in a lift, 

4 false alarms with good intent and 2 calls to stand by at other stations.

ALADDIN - a review by Ralph Elsley 


How lucky we were in the gloom of mid-January to have the Deddington Players 
magically transforming the current cold and cheerless scene with their localised 
version of Aladdin. 

The first thing we should remark upon is the large number of people who were 
involved and who obviously put so much time and effort into producing the show. 
The set was very satisfying and impressive, and cunningly contrived for exterior 
and interior effect: it was, moreover, greatly enhanced by the lighting. Such 
things are achieved only as a result of hours of careful designing and hard work. 
The special effects, which again call for careful preparation, were as sensational 
and efficiently managed as anything at Drury Lane. 

The costumes and props and striking make-up contributed greatly to the splendour 
of the occasion and were the result of much ingenuity, skill and patient labour, 
The village children, playing themselves, gave us the reassuring impression that 
they too were thoroughly enjoying themselves, and they sang delightfully. Special 
mention should bé made of Elizabeth Plowman as Aladdin. Her speaking and singing 
voice were quite equal to her ease of movement on stage and her obvious sense of 
fun. Helen Bond, in the supporting role of Ariadne, proved an excellent foil, and 
achieved a wonderful personal transformation in the fluttering of an eye-lid, As 
the Good Fairy, Elizabeth Fenemore sang enchantingly and made a memorable 
contribution to the proceedings. 

It was a great challenge for us to identify the familiar transmogrified in the 
various exotic visitants from Russia, Ireland, Antarctica and Roald Dahli. Not 
until the Spacemen removed their helmets could we confidently say who was who, and 
I am still trying to convince myself that the Drinkers were only pretending. 

For Jim Flux, disguise is not such an easy matter, but his rendering of the Genie 
in the unwieldy shape of a classic pantomime dame was one of the triumphs of the 
evening. The ensemble playing of Ruth Johnson and Jack Walker as Mr and Mrs 
Slapcabbage left me with perhaps the most lasting and satisfying memory. Ruth 
braved the storm of hissing and abuse with wonderfully sustained venom, and Jack 
coped perfectly with a whole gamut of emotions up to the point of his happy 
release. They put over their songs to great effect. 

The musical accompaniment of Ben and Jan Elvidge greatly helped us to get into the 
right mood and matched the vocal excellence of the cast. 

We were pleased to be given the chance to applaud the writing/directing/stage 
management team of Molly Neild and Jean Flux. The production was inventive and 
swift, as only thoroughly rehearsed shows can be, and the script skilfully 
exploited the hallowed pantomime conventions with an ingenious story-line and 
couplets generously embroidered with a host of unsparing references to people, 
places and the long-suffering Parish Council. 

We cannot unfortunately name all those who contributed so much. We will conclude 
with our thanks to them all and the hope that, now the precedent has been set, we 
shall be able to look forward to the Pantomime as a permanent fixture in the 
Deddington News calendar. [OH YES WE SHALL! - EDS]

THE WAY WE WERE 


DEDDINGTON 150 YEARS AGO by Buffy Heywood 

I give below extracts from the diaries of the Rev Cotton Risley for the months of 
January and February 1843 - it certainly seems to have been worth doing a bit of 
beach-combing in those days! The next volume appears to have gone missing over the 
years and the diaries re-start in October 1643, so there will be a gap for the next 
8 months (SHAME! - EDS]. 

14th JANUARY ~ I called on Flint, the schoolmaster of Adderbury, and delivered him 
the message from the Warder of New College and a notice as to his future reduction 
of stipend till he can procure testimonials of good conduct from the Curate of the 
Parish. 

19TH JANUARY ~ We went, Susan and I and all the children, to a Dance and Supper at 
Mr Cotterell Dormer's of Roushan. 

21ST JANUARY - The sum of money collected as fines from the different parties in 
Weights and Measures cases amounted to £95-7-6d. 

10TH FEBRUARY - Our footman gave me‘notice to quit, not liking the confinement of 
his place. I had spoken to him however about the quantity of beer that had been 
drunk since he had been here, not 3 months - 5 hogsheads - he then gave me notice 
to leave. [1 HOGS HEAD = 52.5 gallons — EDS] 

11TH FEBRUARY - Called at Fardon's, the constable's, about 2 tramps and ordered him 
to see them out of the town - they were insolent. 

{4TH FEBRUARY ~ Took Betsie to Brighton, we walked on the beach and she picked up a 
very good diamond which I begged to have as a memento of her, I had it cut into 
four smaller ones and polished. I picked up two beautiful pebbles, the best I had 
ever met, with madrapores, and a piece of Aqua Marine and pieces of Jasper. 

18TH FEBRUARY - Mr Plowman of Oxford came and talked over making a plan for the 
re-pewing and restoring our Church (conditionally) in due course of time. I took 
Mr Plowman to see the interior of the cellar at the Plough public house. 

27TH FEBRUARY - Was engaged in Assize Courts all day. Dined with the High Sheriff 
and a large party of brother magistrates at the Star Inn in the evening. The 
heaviest Assize known for very many years in both courts, upwards of 80 prisoners 
for trial, nearer 90 I believe. 


NOT AN ENJOYABLE AFTERNOON by Fred Deely 

A few years ago Mr Walker, who lived half way between North Aston and Deddington, 
‘phoned me and said "Would you like to go for a shoot at Mr Goff's farm at Duns 
Tew?" and he would meet me at the Turnpike Bridge at one o'clock, which we did. We 
proceeded to Mr Goff's and he told us where to go, so we started up a field with a 
big bank on the other side and bushes on this side. We had not got very far when 
my retriever put a rabbit out which I shot. Then after a few yards, looking down 
at us was Sir Robert Dashwood, a giant of a man, who said "Get off at once”, but my 
friend said “Oh no, we have permission from Mr Goff", so he retired, 

Just then some ducks settled in the stream below us and I said "Let's get a duck 
for Sunday” so we cut across the field and we were half way across when Sir Robert 
came through the hedge and said “You are on my land now not Mr Goff's" and with 
that he grabbed Walker's gun. He took our names and said to me “I want your gun as 
well", I said "You run for it!" and I took off, but holding two guns he couldn't 
make it. We went and told Mr Goff and he said "It will surely mean a summons 
because he is a Magistrate at Deddington Court" which was held every other week. 

(This is now the Library. ) 

For a week or two I was expecting a summons. But, before we parted at the 
Turnpike, Mr Walker said he would ask the Reverend Buckingham, the Wesleyan 
Minister who lived in Chapel Square, to write to Sir Robert and say we were sorry. 
After a fortnight my friend ‘phoned me to say he had been to a Sale at Duns Tew and 
Sir Robert had seen him and said "Your gun is at the big House, you go and collect 
it." So for us it was not a pleasant ‘shoot’ sll for one rabbit. 

Mr Goff retired a few years later and came to live next to The Unicorn in the 
Market Place. One daughter married Eric Young, a farmer at Middle Barton, and is 
now retired. For a few years Eric was a member of Deddington Bowls Club. 

PS An old saying in Deddington is that in the old days the Dashwoods owned nearly 
all the land between Duns Tew and Oxford. ; 
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ERNIE SHELDRAKE'S EVPHONIUN - by Bill Drake 


Whatever you do, or do not, believe, carol singing is etched into the psyche. 

Last Christmas Eve, as we sang lustily in the cold foggy Market Place, I suddenly 
had one of those reversions common to encroaching senility and remembered old Ernie 
Sheldrake sixty years or so back on a similar night. 

Ernie was one of the postmen in our small market town on the Norfolk/Suffolk 
border. He lived in a cottage on the south side of the Common near the well and 
had a red Post Office bike which was often propped against his gate. He was a roly 
poly man with a large handlebar moustache like Jimmy Edwards. He also had three 
medals from the Great War - Pip, Squeak & Wilfred - and a euphonium. When 
polished, it glowed like a pale watery sun behind high cirrus cloud. Ernie played 
his euphonium publicly twice yearly; first in summer on Hospital Sunday, with the 
Town Silver Band and second on Xmas Eve, for carol singing around the ornate horse 
trough in the market place. Ernie's pub was the Cardinal's Hat (The Cap to the 
locals) near the cattle market. It sold Bullards, the best of the local beers. 
Ernie liked his beer and we kids liked Ernie. It was probably four or five pints, 
and a not Silent Night, when the euphonium slipped and Ernie hollered with pain as 
one of the handlebars was trapped in a valve. We kids roared and the meeting broke 
up in confusion, 

Believe what you will, folks, and don't be daunted by orthodoxy. I shall never 
know what Ernie believed. 


DEDDINGTON MUSEUM —- PROGRESS REPORT by Bill Hunt 


The Feasibility Study in connection with Deddington Town Hall - which, among other 
items, dealt with what was required to enable a Museum to be housed in the Town 
Hall - was one of the items on the agenda for the Parish Meeting held on 

13 January. Up to the time of preparing this report, the decision of the Parish 
Council has not been received. Although much of the work in connection with the 
museum is at a standstill pending this decision, we are still receiving items from 
parishioners, 

Since I prepared the last report, Mrs Joan Fisher of Castle Lodge, Castle Street, 
has donated the metal helmet which was issued to her late father, Mr Maurice 
French, for use in his capacity as leader of that grand body of men who stood 
ready, day after day and night after night, to deal with the effects of incendiary 
attacks on the area. Fortunately they were not required to ‘go into action’ but it 
is pleasing that their existence will be remembered by this exhibit. 

Mr John Plumbe of Chase Cottage, Earls Lane, has donated a photostat copy of a 
notice of sale of sheep, cattle and pigs conducted by Paxton & Holiday at Anyho 
Station on 18 May 1886. Over 300 animals were catalogued and some of the lots are 
described in terms which are no longer used. Perhaps some of our readers will 
enlighten us regarding the terms 'single couples' in relation to sheep, and 
'sturks’ in relation to cattle. (SOMEBODY IS SURE TO KNOW - EDS] 

Mr Cyril Sykes, who recently moved from Hill House, Dane Hill to Lake House, 
Adderbury, has donated a wick-cutter, which was an important piece of equipment 
prior to the introduction of gas and electricity for lighting etc. Whilst quite a 
number of lamps from the pre-gas and electricity era are still in existence, it is. 
doubtful whether many wick-cutters have survived. This one is in excellent 
condition.
